Witches' Plants. 


In most countries certain plants are to be 


found associated with witches and their craft. 
Shakespeare causes one of his witches to dis- 
course of root of "hemlock digg'd i' the 
dark;" likewise also of "slips of yew silver'd 
in the moon's eclipse." Vervain was in olden 
times known as "tho enchanter's plant;" rue, 
agulll, Wrta lUKUlJtxlua an aufekloto u&nltiat 
their spells and machinations. Their par- 
tiality for certain trees is well known. Ac- 
cording to Grimm, the trysting place of tho 
Neapolitan witches was a walnut tree near 
Bencvento. In walnut and elder trees thoy 
are also said to be in the habit of lurking at 
night fall. Witches, too, had their favorite 
flowers. Among these the foxglove was 
known as tho "witches' bolls;" the harebell as 
tho "witches' thimbles." Tradition asserted 
that on moonlight nights they might be seen 
Hying through tho air, mounted on tho stems 
of tho ragwort, reeds or bulrushes. Through- 
out Germany it is believed that witches ca- 
reer through tho midnight skies on bay. 
Many plants were pressed into tho service of 
charms and spoils for the detection of witches 
and ovil spirits when wandering about on 
their nefarious errands, particularly the St. 
John's wort, still largely worn by the Gcr- 
innn peasantry as a kind of amulet on St. 
John's eve.—Gentleman's Magazine. 


Speed or Tornadoes. 


Professor J P Pinlay gives the width of 


the |>ath of destruction in tornadoes, as de- 
termined from tho records of eighty-eight 
years, at from 10 to 10,560 foot, tbe average 
Iwiug 1,309 feet. The length of the tornado 
track varies from 300 yar<ts to about 200 
miles, the average being £4.79 miles. The 
velocity of progression of the tornado cloud 
varies from 7 to 100 miles an hour, tho aver- 
ago being 44.11 miles. These extremes may 
often occur in different portions of tho track 
of a single tornado. Tho shortest time occu- 
pied by tho tornado cloud in passing a given 
point varies from '-an instant" to about 31 
minutes, the average bciug 74 seconds.—De- 
troit Free Press. 


Some Large Verdicts Awarded In the 


Cnlted States and Klutiwhore. 


llio largest sum ever paid for railroad 


damages was in the case of J. Rosenzweig, of 
ICrie, against the Lako Shore and Michigan 
.Southern railway. This case was heard be- 
fore the court of common pleas of Erie coun- 
ty, and resulted in the award and payment 
of $48,750 to the plaintiff. Mr. Rosenzweig 
was a man of middle age, whose annual earn- 
ings amounted to 830,000 or $40,000. He was 
l>ut off a train by the conductor about half a 
mile east of Cleveland late at night on the 
ground that the ticket he presented was not 
good. He saw two other trains advancing 
toward him, and in his confusion tripped and 
was dragged beneath one of them and crip- 
pled for lifo. Tho judge ruled that he was 
not a trespasser on the trato since it was 
shown that he did not know that his ticket 
was not good. 


The greatest award ever paid in the world 


was $250,000 to an English physician, wbo 
claimed that his annual earning capacity was 
over 1300,000. The verdicts abroad are much 
more frequent and of greater amounts than 
in this country. 


"Railroad spino" is a frequent complaint In 


England, and very often damages of from 
$50,000 to $100,000 are awarded for it. The 
disease is occasioned by the jolting received 
when a railway carriage is derailed. 


Upon the death of a Canadian blacksmith, 


aged 35 years, on the Great Western railroad 
a few years ago, $35,000 was paid to his fam- 
ily, and the same road paid $15,000 to a farm- 
er's family about the same time. 


A Mr. Holland recovered $25,000 for inju- 


ries received in the neighborhood of Chicago 
several years ago. He had been in excellent 
health previous to the accident, but was so 
injured as to be thereafter almost a physical 
and mental wreck. A little later an Indiana 
man received $30,000 for somewhat similar 
reasons. 


Marked differences may be noted In the 


liberality of judge and jury In various states 
of the Union. Pennsylvania's awards are in 
general small as compared with Now York 
or several of the eastern states. Dr. Funston, 
whose yearly earnings amounted to $2,000, 
was awarded $10,000 by an Iowa court for in- 
juries received that incapacitated him (or 
work 
Tim rtnnririn nnurfe huira Ir, *»., __.. 


awarded $4,700 for the loss of a hand and 
$4,500 for the loss of a leg. Fifteen thousand 
dollars was the verdict of a Mississippi jury 
as damages for a broken thigh and pelvic 
bone. There have been numerous cases 
throughout the country in which $10,000 has 
ueon paid by a railroad company for a severe- 
ly shattered leg, accompanied by additional 
injuries. 


Mrs. Hinton, aged 70 years, who was a mar- 


vel of health and heartiness, was paid $5,000 
•iy the Croam City Railroad company, of 
Wisconsin, for personal injuries received, 
<ind the courts of the same state awarded 
?8,000 to John Cummlngs, who had been for- 
nerly healthy and vigorous, but was render- 
ed helpless for life through the negligence of 
a railruad official. 


The Texas Passenger Ralhvay company had 
o pay £5,000 to a lady of 57 years, who lost 
he uso of her arm and received injuries to 
u-r shoulders and spine—Philadelphia Rec- 
->r«i

Being accustomed 
to relieve the clamor of his thoughts and 
feelings in rhyme, words naturally followed, 
and so the hymn was created. Mr. Young 
happened to have his hymn performed in the 
presence of his intimate friend, Mr. Gall, a 
member of the publishing firm of Gall & 
Inglis. It got into print It has been trans- 
lated into nineteen different language*, And 
yet the author has never received, and, In- 
deed, has never been offered, a penny remu- 
neration.—New York Tribune.

Except 
in such things as littlo novels, they only de- 
vote themselves to what men do much bet- 
ter, leaving that which men do worse or not 
at all." 


The refreshing thing is to notice that Mr. 


William Aldis Wright, the editor of Fitz- 
gerald's memoirs, now feels bound to apolo- 
gize for admitting a remark which, if print- 
ed a century or so ago, would have been re- 
garded as a piece of unquestioned good sense. 
The prejudice of sex still survives in all 
trades, and nowhere more than In the ele- 
vated regions of intellect; indeed it is per- 
haps greater there than elsewhere, because of 
the greater extremes of success and failure. 
I have known several novelists yet unknown 
to tame who still hold to the conviction that 
Mrs. Stowe quite unsexed herself in writing 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin," and Mrs. Jackson in 
WlityiC "RainOriA:" nmi hiul -tjiw elrrnla.t.lfm 
and influence of those hooks been twice as 
great, tho impropriety would, in the eyes of 
these critics, have been doubled. Why, they 
justly ask, should a woman's book bo trans- 
lated into twenty languages, while one 
tongue is still enough for the masterpieces of 
John Jones? Writing novels is unquestionably, 
they maintain, ono of tha things which "men 
do much better," if tho age would only get 
over this preposterous inclination to read tho 
"little novels" of George Eliot—T. W. H. in 
Harper's Bazar.

Dow Balr Cloth la Made. 


Many people understand, of course, how 


hair cloth is made, but for the edification of 
those who do not we will explain the process. 
In tha flrst placo horse hair cannot be dyed. 
It repels coloring matter, so to make black 
cloth it is necessary to secure natural black 
hair. The horses, in many cases absolutely 
wild, unrestrained, are regularly corralled 
and !.ii!im. Of course, black hair is prefera- 
ble, 
but sometimes gray stock is utilized. 


Not only the tails but also the manesare cut; 
tlio hair is bunched. These bunches seldom 
contain hairs cf less length than two feet; 
some are even three and three and one-half 
feet, and the thickness of the bunches is usu- 
ally two or three inches. The hair cloth 
looms are provided with what we call a nip- 
per, in place of shuttle, and the nipper is so 
finely actuated that It travels across the warp 
and seizes from the bunches one hair only, 
the jaws, i,f tho nipper being too fine to grasp 
mdre than one, and carries it across the wefl 
threads, dropping it Into its exact place. The 
action of tho loom mechanically forces the 
hair next to its predecessor, the warp crosses 
upon It, snugly holds it in its place, the nip 
per travels back and seizes another, and so on 
and on. The delicacy and almost human ac- 
curacy n-itn which each separate hair is 
placed between the warp threads is really 
incredible.—Upholsterer.

spoken language "to a degree which is 
fully equal to that presented by an in- 
fant a few months before emerging from 
infancy." This. Professor Romanes says, 
Is a higher intelligence than ia mani- 
fested by any other brute, so far as he 
has been able to discover. 


The ape was indeed almost able to ar- 


ticulate words. She had three distinct 
sound* to express three different emo- 
tions. Ono kind of a grunt meant yes, 
another no, while a third sound meant 
to say "thank you" for gifts or favors.

The 
crystals showed pale rose color when 
looked at edgewise. The Alexandrian 
blue was, however, lost in the middle 
ages, fjreatly to the regret of modern 
chemists and artists. Professor Fougne, 
of the French Academy of Sciences, an- 
nounces that lie has rediscovered the art 
of making the pigment and will give 
the knowledge to any Frenchman who 
will manufacture it. The main ingredi- 
ents are silica, oxide of copper and lime. 


The flag with forty-two stars will not

A Twelve Mile Shot. 


The professory of gunnery at Wool- 


wich Military academy, England, sent 
this problem to the artillerist* f.f the 
world: Given a gun with a caliber of 9.8 
inches, a projectile weighing 880 pounds, 
the angle of firing being 40 degrees, the 
velocity at the start 2,875 feet per second, 
and how far will the shot travel? The 
gun was wound with wire. 


Artillerist mathematicians everywhere 


bent their heads to the solution of the 
problem. Once more it is a feather in 
tlie cap of the modest United States .that 
the man whose calculation came nearest 
the mark wa* Capt James M. Ingalls, of 
the First United States artillery. Capt. 
Ingalls 1* instructor in ballisties*at Fort- 
ress Monroe. The calculation was to'be 
fur the mean or average distance trav- 
cled by two shots. This mean shot ia 
culled by artillerists the "jubilee shot." 
Capt Ingalls' figure* came within 166 
yard* of the jubilee shot, and within 11 
yard* *f one of the shots. 


The altitude reached and the actual 


distance traveled by the shots are, how- 
ever, matters that directly interest the 
public. The fact that the journey of the 
mean shot waa 13 miles and 83 yards is 
rather startling. The projectile also shot 
upward into the air to a height of 8) 
miles. Shots can be safely fired from a 
sliip al an angle of 18 degs. Suppose 
we ihould quarrel with some of the des- 
potism* of Europe, and some fine morn- 
ing one of their ships should stop seven 
or eight mile* ouUide of New York or 
Barton and begin to pepper those ports 
with little 880 pound (hot*?

The merry old boy who wrote the 


'•One Horse Shay" reached his 80th 
birthday this 2Mb of August He him- 
solf wrote to Julia Ward Howe a few 
month* ago, on her 70th birthday: "It is 
better to be 70 yean young than 40 years 
olJ." Dr. Holme* himself, though one 
of the most industrious men of his cen- 
tury, shows us how to be 80 years 
young. 
In fact, it I* thi* eternally 


youthful quality in the famous author 
that attracts us so. It Is like the sparkle 
of champagne. The greatest blessing an 
old man or woman can pray for and 
strive for is this unfading youthfulness 
of soul. 


Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes was born 


in that year prolific of famous men, 1809, 
in an old gambrel roofed revolutionary 
house which is still standing. It took 
several yean for the young poet to find 
out what he did not want to be. His 
family designed him for the church. He 
robeDed against it with all the force of a 
poetic imagination, chiefly because of 
the general dbmalness of the preachci 
Of his childhood—"a clerical visitor with 
• sad face said a wailing voice." He also 
studied law for a year and finally settled 
down to medicine. The medical profes- 


. sion know him as a marvelous anato- 
mist and microscopist We ouUide know 
him a* the Autocrat of tho. Breakfast 
Table and the man who wrote the weird 
and terrible novel, "Elate Venner," but 
most of all a* the author for youth, 
whose work 1* full of humor and joy 
and brightness, as well as sweetness. As 
• writer of poetry for special occasions 
lie certainly ha* not his equal In tho 
English language. One of hi* sayings

•British cousins I* this: "Give me the 
Joxnrie* of life and I will dispense with 
fe> necessities."

Stand Cp. 


A wise physician has lately called 


attention to the injurious effects of too 
much sitting. The American people are 
notoriously a nation of sitters. The re- 
sult i* that the lower limb* grow weak 
and spindling, while the body gives 
down and doubles up and grows at once 
thick and flabby. The Internal organs 
are cramped and weakened. The stom- 
ach become* dyspeptic, the kidneys de- 
bilitated and diseased.

The Swiss republic, however, is very 


unlike our own. To begin with, It has no 
president such as we understand by the 
term. The executive department con- 
sists of a federal council, composed of 
seven members. They are elected for a 
term of three years by the Swiss con- 
gress, or federal assembly, as it is called. 
Each of the seven has ^particular part 
of the government to look after. The 
federal assembly elects one of the seven 
president of the executive council, and 
another one of them vice president. 
The president and vice president serve 
for one year. The president of the ex- 
ecutive council also serves as president 
of the confederation, but his duties in 
this capacity consist only in receiving 
foreign representatives. 
He appoints 


no postmasters nor anybody else. 
His 


salary is $2,700. 


The federal assembly, like our own, is 


made up of two houses. The lower house 
is called the national council and is 
elected for three years. The upper house 
Is the council of states. In Switzerland 
there are twenty-two cantons, which cor- 
respond in a measure to our states. Each 
canton, like our states, sends two sena- 
tors to the council of states, But sena- 
tors are not paid by the general govern- 
ment They look to their own cantons 
for that, unless the assembly sits during 
a recess. Members of the national coun- 
cil are paid from the general fund, and 
receive $4 a day for actual service. Mile- 
age ia allowed. The judiciary depart- 
ment consists of nine judges elected for 
six years by the federal assembly. Swit- 
zerland has three official languages- 
French, German and Italian. 


The most interesting feature of the 


Swiss government, however, is the fa- 
mous referendum. By it political par- 
ties are rendered of no avail in Switzer- 
land. By taking advantage of it the 
Swiss people at large are able themselves 
a£any time to change their constitution. 
It is the survival of an ancient historic 
right of a free people. 


The referendum means wlat ft Inar- 


cates—a referring, and to the people. If 
50,000 Swiss citizens ask for a revision 
of the Swiss constitution, then the ques- 
tion is submitted to the whole people and 
voted on, and the whole people decide 
whether they want a revision. If the 
two legislative houses cannot agree on a 
revision, this, too, is at once submit- 
ted to a vote of the people. If a law 
passed by the federal assembly is of 
questionable utility, and 80,000 citizens 
petition for the referendum, the whole 
people vote on the law, and they may 
decide that they do not wont it in the 
very teeth of the assembly that has just 
passed it. Thus the people themselves, 
and the people only, have the veto power 
In their own hands. They themselves 
are their own final tribunal. This is the 
most unique and interesting feature of 
government in modern times. 


Fact* About Cigarette*. 


During last year the collection* of to- 


ternal revenue from cigarette* alono 
amounted to considerably ovar a million 
dollars. Tho increase of tlie consump- 
tion of these deadly small articles since 
the year before is sufficiently startling. 
The added revenue from them for th* 
year ending June 80, 1889, was $144,'- 
M7.63. 


Let us look now at the number of cigar- 


ettes this increase implies. During last 
year the boys, young men find a few 
wa>men and old men consumed 2,101,- 
515,300 of these little paper rolls. As 
far as that is concerned, there are boys 
not yet grown who sometimes smoke as 
many as sixty cigarettes in a day. The 
plain fact is that while the population of 
the country increased perhaps a million 
and a half last year, the consumption of 
cigarettes increased nearly 800,000,000. 
It is shown by the Internal revenue re- 
port 


Now as to the effects of constant cigar- 


ette smoking. First, as is sufficiently es- 
tablished, it creates a thirst for what has 
been called "the indiscriminate and use- 
less consumption of liquors." Next, all 
cigarettes contain, according to Profes- 
sor Laflin, five distinct and separate 
poisons. Three of these poisons are oils, 
one in the paper wrapper, another in the 
nicotine of the tobacco itself, and a third 
In the flavoring material The other 
poisons are saltpeter and opium. 


The cigarette smoker draws the smoke 


Into his lungs and puffs it out again 
through his nostrils. If he were to blow 
it through a white handkerchief before 
inhaling it it would stain the handker- 
chief brown. This brown stain is left 
continually upon hi* own throat and 
lungs, and it is a poison, or rather thi 
essence of all the five poisons mixed. IB 
time it stains his complexion, too. 


The cigar is not so bod as the cigarette, 


because it contains only one poison, nico- 
tine. The reason, however, that the 
cigarette obtains so fatal a hold upon 
boys and young men is on account of the 
opium in it 
This must have its effect 


on the brain and nerves, The little burn- 
ing taper seems to the boy to soothe and 
quiet him, while it is destroying the very 
fountains of his life. A youth who has 
become a confirmed cigarette smoker in 
time exhibits the appearance and actions 
of on opium eater. Insanity and death 
follow sometimes. 


Bicycling for ladies is becoming quite 


the rage in the suburbs of American 
cities. The women ride the two wheeled 
saft'ty nutchiiirs and the newspapers talk 
of "grace and bounty on the wheel." 


Dr. Hammond, who expressed his be- 


lief in Brown-Sequard's elixir of life, long 
ago gave to the public his conclusion that 
there was no scientific basis for the de- 
cay of vitality. If raan is really immor- 
tal, his life cannot decay. Therefore, 
disease, decay and death merely happen 
because we ore ignorant of tho laws of 
life. This was Dr. Hammond's reason- 
ing.

United Slates. The whole banking and 
commercial interest of the country 
amounts to only a little more than half 
that sum, so that the cow ia mightier 
than iron vaults and cafes. A million 
horses, three-quarters of a million of 
men and sixty million acres of land are 
required to produce food for the cow and 
take care of her milk. In return for this 
care she gives us six and three-quarter 
billion gallons of milk a year, amounting 
to $810,000,000. One cow averages 450 
gallons of milk a year. 


In Iowa, some twenty years ago, agri- 


culturists began to turn their attention 
seriously to the dairy business. The cow 
rewarded them first by paying off all the 
mortgages on their farms, and then giv- 
ing them a competency. Success to cow, 
corn and cotton, the three great factors 
in our prosperity.

It Is of much interest to know that at 


length electric motors have been utilized 
on the river Thames to propel small 
boats and steam launches. The battery 
storage system Is used. 
At suitable 


points along the river electrical stations 
are placed, and when the batteries on 
the boats are exhausted they can be re- 
placed at these stations. Tlie system 
works admirably so far, and ought to 
be tried in America. What, indeed, is 
to hinder the adaptation of electric mo- 
tors of tbe same kind to canal boats? 
Steam has been tried and abandoned. 
There is still, if we are not mistaken, a 
large unclaimed reward which was once 
offered for an invention that would en- 
able canal boats to travel rapidly. Per- 
haps electricity is the solution of the 
difficulty. ^ 


The nunearian jjpvernment has taken 
a method to insure the purity of wmer 
which may well be commended to other 
countries. 
Samples of the standard 


brands of wine are taken to the govern- 
ment's own cellars and thoroughly tested 
before they are put on the market. With 
the official stamp as to their purity, they 
are then exported and sold. The gov- 
ernment label is affixed to the bottles in 
such a way that it is destroyed when 
they are opened. Here is a valuable 
hint for California and other wine pro- 
ducing states.

The method thus 
commonly practiced on our roads is not the 
lawful one, it is but temporary, whereas the 
law requires that the work shall be effectual- 
ly done, and of a permanent character.so as 
to keep the road in "constant repair." 


If. instead of this ineffectual method, a 


portion of the highway of each township 
where most needed would each year be put 
in a state of permanent improvement, with 
such temporary repairs only as are needed 
to other portions, in a few years the same 
expenditure would result in establishing a 
system of safe, good and permanent roads, 
which would not require half the expendi- 
ture incurred by the system now practiced. 
We think the conduct of the appellant show- 
ed a purpose to comply with the law, and to 
build the road well, and as directed, so far 
as he went. The same good judgment anoth- 
er year would improve other roads in like 
manner, and eventually the township would 
be greatly benefitted. 


Instead of being condemned and put to 


loss he deserves to be commended for good 
sense and judgment, and as it is not alleged 
that he showed favoritism it is difficult to 
understand the purpose of the auditors in 
refusing to allow him a lawful credit.

THE DUTIES OF SUPERVISORS. 


Judge Verkes in the matter of the appeal 


of Moses Vandegrift from the Auditors of 
Bcnsalem Township has delivered the fol- 
owing opinion which will be carefully read 
iy those who take an interest in the subject 
if road building and the proper application of 
lie taxes received for that purpose. 
The 


fudge says: 


Upon Ihe demand of certain taxpayers of 


icnsalcm Township for an opportunity to 
work out their road taxes the appellant who 
was the Supervisor of the Township, entered 
nto a contract with them for making"agood 
and substantial road bed," upon a specified 
iart of the highways of the township "either 
jy macadamizing Ihe same, or by the use of 
stone and gravel, or in such other way as 
shall bo deemed advisable and proper, and 
make and construct a road and highway, so 
hat the same shall be a permanent benefit to 
he township." 
The work was to be done 


under the inspection and subject to the ap- 
jroval of the Supervisor. 


The work appears to have been done to his 


iatisfaction,and the cost thereof was claimed 
is a credit against the amount charged to him 
ipon the township duplicate. 
The cost ac- 


cording to the contract equalled the amount 
of taxes due to the township from the lax- 
payers with whom the contract was made. 


The exact reason for the decision of the 


Auditors, disallowing the claim of the Super- 
visor, does not appear. It is not denied that 
he work was performed, nor is it alleged 
hat when done it was of such an extraor- 
linary character as would show that the 
Supervisor exceeded his powers in making 
he contract or in allowing the taxpayers to 
vork out their taxes in the manner provided 
herein. 


We presume that the claim was rejected 


m the sole ground that upon its face the con- 
ract was illegal and unwarranted by the 
uthorily vested in the Supervisor. The law

They are 
today among the most robust and vigor- 
ous of our foreign laborers, men and 
women both. They are short and stocky, 
but they are built from the ground up. 
The very women among them show a 
depth of chest and power of muscle that 
must command admiration. They carry 
their heads straight upon their broad 
shoulders, and mean business. 


Tor frugality and industry they have 


scarcely their equal. They can live as 
cheaply as the Chinaman, but, unlike the 
Chinaman, they are good family people, 
and present to America teeming hosts of 
black haired, stocky young citizens, for 
good or for evil. 


Undoubtedly, in our future civiliza- 


tion, the Italian element must count as 
an Important factor. Statesmen and 
philanthropists alike should give some 
attention now to this new Italy that is 
growing in our midst. 


Our Italian immigrants have many 


;ood qualities. They possess the domes- 
lie virtues in a high degree. It needs no 
jrophet to say that, with their remark- 
ablo frugality, energy and physical 
str< ngth, they are bound to crowd out the 
weak, the lazy and the thriftless among 
our laboring population. They will take 
irst places among us by and by. But 
the Italian has his drawbacks. He is 
dirty, he is ignorant and revengeful.

Enlisting Soldier*. 


It Is not 10 easy by half to enlist in the 


United States army M U is supposed to 
be. A young man who is no good any- 
where else weald be no good in the 
army, aad Uncle Sam will not have him. 


In out large cities there are recruiting 


offices constantly open for all branches 
of the service, but only about one in six 
of those who apply is accepted by the 
examining officer. Thus the regiments 
of the regular army are never full. 


In general, the man who is admitted 


Into the Mrrloe must bs 81 years old or 
over, and have no one dependent on him 
for awpporb He must tell the officer 
where he was born and who his parents 
were. He must not be under 6 feet 4 
inches in height, and must be able to 
swell up his chest to a given figure to 
IneticaU his wind power, to be ready, if 
In the" course of his warlike career he 
should ever be called on to run and that 
suddenly. Bad teeth rule the applicant 
out He Is made to read a number of 
letters and words across m room, that it 
may he ascertained whether he is 
Abort sighted, Then he is undressed and 
examined for marks of disease or acci- 
dent He is asked particularly If he has 
ever been in a jail or penitentiary. 


The young man who goes on a tear 


and then think* to make his family 'eel 
bad by "listing into the army" is not 
accepted if the recruiting officer detects 
the slightest trace of liquor on him. A 
man who desires to enlist while drunk 
is not permitted to do so, more partic- 
ularly a* he generally desires to back 
out ef it as soon as he is sober. In brief, 
the man Uncle Sam wants are exactly 
the men wanted every where else—those 
who are steady, temperate, honest, in- 
telligent and In perfect good health and 
sound of wind and limb. It is cheerful 
to know, too, that there are no regula- 
tion! requiring a private to perform 
menial service for an officer, and he 
may decline to do such service. 


Stores of hapless men and women are 


still applying themselves to the civil ser- 
vice examinations. Only a fourth of 
them pass, and of these only about six 
out of a hundred secure appointments. 
Those who are left out, although they 
havo passed the examination, need not 
be wholly without hope. The civil ser- 
vice certificates will fie a proof of their 
knowledge, anyhow, and will help them 
in getting places elsewhere.

I 
Work of the Next Congress, 


i If the Fifty-flrst congress performs its 
tasks faithfully, it will be one of the 
most important and useful bodies since 
reconstruction days. 
1 First, there will be an unusual number 
of contested election cases. They will 
occupy considerable time and members 
will have opportunity to expend the 
wind of their eloquence on them, so that 
they may afterwards settle down to the 
hard pan of business. After the election 
cases there will ba made a powerful ef- 
fort by those interested to get congress to 
subsidize linesof South American steam- 
ers. 
Much will be heard, and that for 


weeks, about the vital importance of de- 
veloping our trade with South America. 
That no one denies, since our states have 
traded with themselves till they are fully 
supplied with goods of domestic manu- 
facture, and a foreign outlet must be 
sought. The question to be decided is: 
Should that outlet be obtained by the co- 
operation of private capitalists or by 
subsidies from congress? 


The Bearing sea seal fisheries diffi- 


culty cannot be longer staved off, and 
congress must take hold of that and 
make arrangeinpnU to settle just what 
waters are embraced in American juris- 
diction. The Samoan treaty will require 
to be ratified or rejected by the senate. 


Then there are those three perennial 


blossoms on the congressional docket— 
the pension list, the tariff and the sur- 
plus. As to the surplus, there will not 
be so much of it as there was, no longer 
enough to be a howling menace to the 
further continuance of the nation. The 
last congress towards its close increased 
largely the appropriations for next year, 
as was rendered necessary, and these 
will probably be made still greater. 


The pension list will be revised and 


classified. Regarding the tariff, a prom- 
inent Republican says that his party has 
pledged itself to revise the revenue 
duties, and is therefore bound to do so. 
A bill is promised to be introduced in 
favor of "penny postage" by some one 
who overlooks the fact that we already 
have penny postage. It would be half-
